The message, in our opinion, is important not so much from 


what the president said as from what he did not say. 
The 


American people have felt that upon his return to this country 
that the president would render a full report of his work abroad 
in behalf of the American people. The address of yesterday 
leaves the American people hungry. While the address was an 
eloquent defense of the league of nations yet the president was 
general in his remarks and left many questions of national in- 
terest unanswered. 


It will taie more than the rather general statement made 


by the president yesterday to convince the people that the treaty, 
as formulated is at all in harmony with the principles laid down 
by the president in entering the war. The American people 
would like to have the president state wherein the treaty will 
abolish conscription in time of peace; they would like to know 
what effort the president made toward disarmament; they would 
like to be shown that HUMANITARIAN rather than IMPER- 
IALISTIC considerations governed at the conference; they 
would Hke to be more fully set at right concerning self-deter- 
mination, freedom of the seas, and secret diplomacy. They 
would like further espalanation with reference to Shantung, the 
Saar basin and the practical annexation to the imperialistic 
British empire of some 800,000 square miles of the earth's sur- 
face. 


The president in his address argued that the league of na- 


tions will take the place of the old alliances and balances of 
power which have kept the world on edge for centuries. And 
yet in the very same breath President Wilson tells the senate !ceilt-

£ ARE printing in this paper today a report of the f edera 
trade commission with resp«ct to the growing menace ol 


the Chicago packers in the field of the nation's food supply. 


The gradual and insidious encroachment of the Big Five in 


the control of the necessities of life in this country brings 'a 
problem to the government and the American people which can- 
not be ignored. According to the trade commission the total 
business of the Big Five and its allied interests is now over 
$3,000,000,000. Those are appalling figures. 


We are told, for instance, that Armour, and Co. decided to 


enter the rice business along with its other many sidelines. In 
one year Armour "became the greatest rice merchant in the 
woxH." And in that time the wholesale price of rice increased 
65 per cent. 


We are being told that while the prices on the necessities 


of life are soaring to indefensible heights that the packers are 
keeping in cold storage millions of dollars worth of food of all 
kinds in order to keep up the price. 


Does the government and do our reactionary statemen at 


Washington think that by jailing soap-box orators and by send- 
ing to prison other critics of our economic system that discon- 
tent can be kept down as long as these packers are unmolested 
in carrying out these criminal practices? How much farther 
does the administration at Washington think that these food 
hogs can go in their exploitation of the people? Or do o«r rep- 
resentatives at Washington think that the people can be taken 
care of through the passage of repressive laws that will make 
it dangerous to complain.
